Capital and Labor. 


The relations of capital and labor, 


and especially of organized capital and 
organized labor, to each other aud to 
tho public at large come second In im- 
portance only lo the intimate questions 
of family life. 
Our peculiar form of 


government, with Its sharp division of 
authority between the nation and the 
several mates, has been on tho whole 
far more advantageous to our develop- 
ment than a more strongly centralized 
government. 
lint it is undoubtedly re- 


sponsible for much of the dlfQaulty of 
meeting wttti adequate legislation the 
new prMilems presented by the total 
cban£i.- in industrial conditions on this 
continent during thn last half century. 
In actual practice it bns proved ex- 
ceedingly difficult, nnd In many canes 
Impossible, to get unanimity of wise 
action among the various states on 
these subjects. From the very nature 
of the case this is especially true of 
the laws affecting the employment of 
capital Iii huge masses. 


vVIth regard to labor, the problem Is 


no less Important, but It ia simpler. As 
long as tho states retain the primary 
control of tbc police power the ducnin- 
ntnnces must bo altogether ortromo 
which require Interference by the fed 
eral authorities, whether In the way of

There 
are in this country some labor unions 
which have habitually and other labor 
unions which huve often been among 
the most effective agents In working 
for good citizenship uud for uplifting 
tlie condition of those whose welfare 
should be closest to our hearts, rtnt 
when any labor union seeks improper 
ends or seeks to achieve proper ends 
by Improper means all good citizens, 
and more especially uli honorable pnb- 
llc servants, must oppose the wrongdo- 
ing as resolutely as they would oppose 
tlie wrongdoing of any groat corpora- 
tion. Violence, brutality or corruption 
should not for olie moment be tolerat- 
ed.

the department of commerce and la- 
bor, through tho labor bureau, should 
compile and arrange for the congress 
a list of the labor laws of tlie various 
states nnd should be given the means 
to investigate nnd report to the con- 
gress upon the labor conditions In the 
manufacturing

mining regions 


throughout the country, both us to 
wages, as to hours of labor, an to 
the labor of womeu aud children nnd 
as to the effect In tho various labor 
centers of immigration from abroad. 
In tils Investigation especial attention 
Bhoald bo paid to the conditions! of 
child labor and child labor legislation 
in the several states.

When wo come to deal with great 


corporations the need for the govern- 
ment to net directly Is far greater than 
in the case of labor, because great cor- 
porations cnn become eucii only by en- 
gaging in Interstate commerce, and In- 
terstate commerce Is peculiarly the 
field of the general government- It Is 
an absurdity to expoet to eliminate the 
abuses In (O'eat corporations by state 
action. It Is difficult to be patient with 
nn argument that such matters should 
be left to the states, because more than 
one state purpuea the policy of creat- 
ing on easy terms corporations which 


Above all else we must strive to keep 


tho highways of commercu o|)ei] to all 
on equal terms, and to do this it la nec- 
essary to put a complete stop to all re- 
bates. Whether the shipper or tho rail- 
road Is to blame makes no difference. 
The rebate must be stopped, tlie abuses 
of the prlvnlo cttr nnd private terminal 
track and side track systems must bo 
stopped, and tho legislation of the Fif- 
ty-eighth congress which declares it to 
be unlawful for any person or corpora-

with the power where a given rate has 
been challenged and aftor full hearing 
found to be unreasonable to decide, sub- 
ject to judicial review, what shall bo a 
reasonable rate to tnko Its place, tho 
ruling; of the commission to take effect 
Immediately and to obtain nnle»s and 
until it L4 reversed by the court of ro- 
vlew.

A lady of wisdom and 
experience 


writes: Variety of exercise is quite as 
essential to the mind t\g to the body of 
a child unless we. wish to give il a dls- 
tnste for mental effort and to make all 
such effort mere drudgery.
